Cabinet faces crucial meeting —

‘The cabinet this week will be ask-

Foreign Minister. Moshe Dayan is 
due home tomorrow, and he will help 
Premier Menahem Begin prepare 
for the crucial cabinet meeting, 
which has been scheduled for Thurs- 
day morning. Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman and his aides ave to remain 
in Washington for the moment to 
purave the military talks there, but 
Weizman, too, may come back in 
time for the cabinet meeting. Dayan 
will be flying .kome ‘‘for con- 
sultations”’ with the delegation’s two 


‘legal aides, Aharon Barak and Meir 


Rosenne. (The cabinet meeting may 
begin its discussion tomorrow.) 

There have been indications from 
Washington that Dayan and Weiz- 
man themselves would be prepared 
to settle for the American com- 
promise ideas ‘on the timetable- 
Imkage problem.

had introduced a compromise 
proposal, but he refused to provide 
details. : 


Sherman denied wire service 
reports from Cairo that the Egyp- 
tians were planning to suspend the 
negotiations. ‘The U.S. delegation 
has been in touch with the Egyptian 
delegation and they assure us that no 
decision has been taken to suspend 
the talks," he said. 

“The U.S. has been in touch with 
Ambassador Rermenn Fitts in Cairo 
and has received parallel informa- 
tion from him. The Egyptian delega- 
tion has informed me — so far as 
they know — that no plans exist for 
them to leave." 


Sherman did concede that further 

“‘consuttations" between the Egyp- 
tian delegation and President Sadat 
are “always possible,’ but “the 
overall thrust of the (wire service) 
story from Cairo is inaccurate.” 

The Israeli source said that the 
Egyptian response to the latest U.S. 
proposal could affect the decision on 
who should return home. Even if the 
entire team is recalled, the source 
said, some low-level military of- 
ficers might remain here to continue 
discussions with their Egyptian 
counterparts. 


In confirming that the U.S. has put 


“torward a new compromise, Sher- 


man stressed that the proposal was 
made following ‘‘consultations with 
both delegations.” He said that both 
sides “are now considering 11." 

He also acknowledged that the new 
U.S. formula centred around the 
matter of “‘linkage’ between the 
treaty and the broader West Bank 
negotiations. 

This has been the major stumbling 
block in the negotiations, which 
opened here on October 12. 


“One of the issues remaining in the 
negotiations is the relationship of the 
two accords reached at Camp 
David," Sherman said, explaining 
that this issue involves how that 
relationship ‘‘should be expressed." 
The U.S. proposal, he said, tries ‘‘to 
come to gripa with this issue." 

He urged both Egypt and Israel to 
demonstrate ‘flexibility’ on this 
issue. The two governments are 
“reflecting on where this issue 
Stands,"" he added. 


Reacting to a report broadcast 
yesterday on Israel's Army radio, 
that the talks might be moved from 
Washington to the Middle Hast, 
Sherman replied that ‘no such 
proposal" has been put to the U.S. 

“The U.S. remains convinced that 
success can be achieved and that 
both sides remain determined to 
succeed," he said.

Jerusalem," Lahis said. “The Youth 
and Hehalutz Department is in 
Rehov Keren Hayesod; Youth Aliya 
in Beit Hayahalom; administrative 
offices in Binyene!

many other offices are being rented: 


in apartment and office buildings 
around town. We have no decent 
place for board of governors 
meetings or for parking." 

Lahis began to deal with the 
problem by demanding that the 
Transport Ministry evacuate 40 of- 
fices.in the Agency building that it 
has occupied for more than 25 years. 


After discussing the matter with - 


Finance Minister Simha Ehriich, 
Lahis succeeded in winning a 
promise from the ministry that it 
would move within five or six 
months. 


Lahis opposes the construction of a 
new complex in the government cen- 
tre in the Kirya, an idea that has 
been propounded by several Agoucy 
officials. “It would be better in the 
northern suburbs, like Ramet or 
Neve ¥a’acov, or at the western en- 
trance to Jerusalem, so it would con- 
tribute to the development of the 
‘eity,”” he explained. “Shopping cen- 
tres would spring up around the new 
complex and thus benefit local 
residents."”

Tamir said that when the Supreme 
Court added the fine to the jail 
sentence it said explicitly that it was 
to be collected as a civil debt, for 
which an additional jail term was not 
to be an alternative. 

Hence, Tamir said, even if Bension 
should persist indefinitely in his 
refusal to pay, he cannot be returned 
to jail. 

Bension was pardoned by then- 
President Ephraim Katzir in 
September 1977, after having served 
two years of his sentence. Katzir 
acted on the recommendation of 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
who was then also acting minister of 
justice.

Arabs ask UNESCO 
to condemn Israel 


PARIS (AP). — Twenty Arab 
nations urged UNESCO's general 
conference yesterday to renew its 
condemnation and continue its sanc- 
tions against Israel! for its 
archaeological .excavations in 
Jerusalem. 

Amiel Najar, Israeli ambassador 
to the conference, strongly denied 
Arab allegations that Israeli ex- 
cavations were endangering Islamic 
historical monuments and said that 
UNESCO was once again being ask- 
ed to stand in judgment ona “purely 
political" issue. 

The Arabs presented their ac- 
cusations in the form of a draft 
resolution that prompted a long 
debate about the entire Arab-Israeli 
conflict in the Middle East. 

It was not clear if a vote on the 
resolution would be taken late last 
night, or be held over until later in 
the five-week policy planning con- 
ference. 

The U.S. withheld funds from 
UNESCO after the 1974 general con- 
ference. At the time, the U.S. deem- 
ed that UNESCO had become too 
politicized and was operating far 
outside its mandate of promoting 
education, science and culture.

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Profiteering in live chickens

TEL AVIV. — Live chickens are 
fetching up to IL45 a kilo, a study 
carried out here by the Histadrut 
‘Consumer Council shows. Nuzhat 
Katzav. head of the council, has cail- 
ed on the Agriculture Ministry to put 
an end to “'profiteering" by fixing a 
maximum price for live poultry. 

Katzav blamed the ministry for 
the planning “shambles In the meat 
sector during the past year. Bad 
Planning has already. made it 
necessary to import eggs, poultry 
and mutton, she said. 

Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
must fix a higher guaranteed 
minimum price to farmers for 
poultry, and increase the poultry 
quotas, Mrs. Katzav said. 

The present guaranteed minimum 
price is too low, farmers claim, 


hecause production costs have in- 
creased sharply since March, when 
it was act. The farmers also feel that 
production quotas have been made 
obsolete by increased demand. The 
poultry marketing board has been 
asking for increased quotas for some 
time. 

Naftall Yaniv, Agriculture 
Ministry spokesman,:toid The 
Jerusalem Post last night that the 
Consumer Council, instead of at- 
tacking the ministry, should in- 
vestigate the sale of live chickens 
and inform consumers where they 
can buy them cheaply. The names of 
butchers charging IL45 a kilo should 
be published to enable consumers to 
avoid them, he said. A reasonable 
price for live poultry should be tn the 
region of 11,30 per kilo, he said. The 
farmer currently gets IL18.06 per 
kilo for a live chicken. 


Police investigate Zim finances after 
allegations that officials took bribes

HAIFA. — Allegations of financial 
irregularities in the Zim shipping 
company are being investigated by 

the police. = 

Police spokesman Benny Fried- 
man said yesterday, ‘‘We are check- 
ing certain information and its 
reliability."" But no further 
revelations would be made at this 
time, he added. 

The Jerusalem Post learned, 
however, that allegations have been 
made concerning bribes said to have 
been taken by senior Zim officials 
both in Israel and abroad. Other 
allegations involve fraud allegedly 
committed by some company of- 
ficlals. - 

The information followed recent 


police questioning of Zim works 
committee chairman, Uri Zucker- 
man. Zuckerman was arrested on 
suspicion of obtaining insurance 
benefits by false pretences. He was 
released after a few days. 

Zuckerman is a controversial 
figure in the company, and his arrest 
caused a stir. He claimed he was a 
victim of an attempt to ‘get him."" 
Stories have been circulating since 
the arrest about financial ir- 
regularities on the part of Zim of- 
ficials. 

A management spokesman told 
The Post that the company would 
give the police any assistance they 
needed in the course of their in- 
vestigations. The management does 
not know the nature of the 
allegations, he said. 


Nat'l vocational

— New Yorkers gut 
thelr regular newspapers back last 
week. For all practical purposes, 
they have been living in limbo for the 
past three months, deprived of news 
sources which are usually the best in 

. the United States. 

. A Middle East settlement has been’ 
negotiated, two Popes have died and 
two have been installed without be- 
ing reported in The New York 
Times.” The ‘Times’ considers 
itself. the paper of record, and the 
omission is as serious as if the Ten 
Commandments had been left out of 
the Book of Exodus. 

Worse, in the minds of many New 
Yorkers, is the fact that books have 
been published, films premiered and 
new plays produced on Broadway 
which remain unknown. 

But the greatest tragedy of the 
three-month strike of preasmen has 
been for the newspaper industry 
itself. There have been lengthier 
newspaper strikes in this city and 
papers have died 88 a result of them. 
All were missed and mourned. 

“ ‘This time, there is a difference. 
The mass of New Yorkers have been 
behaving as though they could not 
care less when the strike ended, if 
ever, and both “The New York 
Timea" and ‘New York Daily Newa” 
face a long battle to regain their cir- 
culations.

TEL AVIV. — The inflationary 
spiral here could be drastically 
reduced, almost brought to a 
standstill, if everyone paid honest in- 

come and VAT taxes. 

This conclusion has been reached 
by Asher Tishler, a lecturer in 
economics at Tel Aviv University, 
who thinks that the worst offenders 
are the self-employed. Under pre- 
sent conditions they will continue to 
violate the law, for the authorities 
have neither the staff nor the means 
to catch and punish them, he says. 

“Much more terrible than infla- 
tion, which costa all honest tax- 
payers a lot of money, and even the 
fact that these self-employed are 
getting rich, ia that their actions are 
a direct encouragement to others to 
follow suit. This causes social stress 
and leads to disunity among the peo- 
ple, with wage earners envying the 
self-employed. 

“The honest self-employed will 
algo sourly eye those getting rich and 
ask: if they cheat, why shouldn't I?” 

Dr. Tishler believes that much of 
these non-paid income taxes are 
creating huge pools of black capital 
looking for investments, which leads 
to inflationary phenomena. 

Although there are several causes 
of inflation, one of the main ones is 
an unbalanced bitdget. For example, 
the deficit in the present IL206b. 
budget Is about IL12b., “and accor- 
ding to my estimates, if the self- 
employed paid honest taxes, this 
would contribute about another 
IL10b. towards the budget, leaving 
only & small deficit."” -

not exactly free of guilt. "But wage 
earners get their taxes deducted at 
source, and although they can cheat 
a bit by doing extra work on their 
time off, or holding down a second 
job, estimates show that they pay 9D 
per cent of the taxes they owe.” .

know that only an experienced cer- 
tified public accountant in govern- 
ment employ could ever catch them. 
But, as noted, the worst offenders 
are the self-employed. Nobody 
knows how much they earn and how 
much they owe. We have only two 
sources of information: the income 
taxes and the National Insurance 
they pay. And these figures are bas- 
ed on one source: the amount the 
self-employed say they earn. There 
is no way at present to check up if 
these are true figures or not. And if 
they keep books, these books cau 
easily be doctored, Tishler claims. 
The income tax department can- 
not possibly catch them. “This 
department is terribly understaffed, 
and even the most devoted civil ser- 
vant can only accomplish so much. 
Moreover, the people in government 
service, with the best of intentions, 
cannot change things. They just get 
disgusted and quit. Any CPA can 


earn twice as much in civilian life as . 


he can in the civil service. 
But what happens when a CPA in 
- the income tax department does 
catch someone redhanded? ‘'He 
looks ahead to the Jong legal process 
in the courts which will ensue, and he 
strikes a “bargain with the tax 
evader, often settling for 30-40 per 
cent of what is due. 
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Efficient tax collection would go 
‘a long way to control inflation 


“The income tax evader actually 
benefits by not paying taxes ἀπὲ} he 
is caught,"" Dr. Tishler says. 

What are Dr. Tishler's solutions 
(which he feels will never be carried 
out)? First, ‘to double and triple the 
staff of the income tax department. 
But the only way to do this is to pay 
them much higher wages, and this 
will be the wedge for all other civil 
servants to make similar demands. 
Thus nothing will be accomplished. 

Second, he would like the income 
tax and all other tax laws simplified 
to the utmost, with some types of 
taxes even eliminated, so that the 
Personnel manning these 
departments could be switched to 
the income tax department. 

Third, to do away with plea 
bargaining and out-of-court 
settlements, and to impose 
punishments (short of prison) so that 
offenders would be fined two and 
three pounds for every pound they 
failed to pay. 

Fourth, the government should 
adopt a consistent income-tax 
policy. Granting pardons to evaders 
only encourages non-evaders to join 
their ranks. 

Fifth, all self-employed should be 
forced to give out receipts for all 
their financial activities and to 
employ bookkeepers to keep hooks.

IN DISCUSSIONS about the future of the two geographically 
separated, Israel administered areas in Western‘ Palestine, 
attention has for the most part been focussed on the West Bank, 
a Jordanian fief between 1948 and 1967, and home of some 650,- 


000 Arabs. 


The formerly Egyptian-occupied Gaza Strip, with its some 
400,000 Palestinian Arabs took second place in political con- 
cerns. Part of the reason was that nationalist passions have 

. been burning less menacingiy in the Strip. 

Now, suddenly, the Gaza Strip, has leaped into the headlines. 
The Egyptian regime, it turns out, wants a special status for 
itself there in the peace settlement; while some official Israeli 
elements are seeking ways of creating a civilian presence there 


in place of the Yamit region. 


The notion that Egypt should retain special rights, and 
obligations, in the Gaza Strip was aired by President Sadat 
himself on several occasions before Camp David. The area, he 
suggested, would revert to Egypt, and the West Bank to Jordan 
— but only for as long as is necessary — to prepare the local] in- 
habitants for self-rule. This was Egypt's contribution to un- 
tangling the complex web of-Palestinian autonomy. 

-It was a somewhat bizarre idea, considering the poor record 


— to use no stronger terms — 


racked up by the Egyptians in 


treating their Palestinian brethren in the Gaze Strip for nearly 
19 years, until June 1967. It was, in fact, both impertinent and in- 
comprehensible: surely it would have been better for Egypt to 
keep the old skeletons wrapped away in the cupboard.. 

In any case, the proposal was unceremoniously interred at 
Camp David, where a different procedure was agreed upon for 
the implementation of self-zule in both areas, the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. Or so it seemed. 

Opinions will differ, as usual, on Mr. Sadat's motives ‘in stag- 
ing his turnabout. Some will attribute it to the challenge of the

Whatever the actual reason, the implication is beyond doubt: 
having obtained Israel's recognition of igypt’s old international 
frontier, Egypt claims a special, less binding status for that sec- 


tion of the border that separates Sinai from the Gaza Strip. 
Jerusalem's response could properly have been to revert to the 
claim of special privilege across the frontier, inside Sinai, for 


the use by Israel. 


This has not been done. Worse yet, the Israeli diplomatic 
response has been pre-empted by Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon's lightning charge into the Gaza Strip by way of a leaked 
plan, drafted by his own ministry, for the construction of a new 
Jewish town just east of the Egyptian border, on state — which 


state? — lands. 


Clearly Mr. Sharon learns nothing and forgets everything; 
‘but he need not expect the same from his countrymen. His 
bulldozing drive in the Yamit region last January is still fresh in 
the mind: and 80 is the disastrous effect of that ill-timed and ill- 
conceived drive on the progress of the peace talks. 

There can, be little doubt that Israel's standing in world opi- 
nion is still suffering from the blows administered by Mr. 
Sharon's wrecking crew, disguised as earth removers. 

Now the Agriculture Minister, who chairs the ministerial 
settlement committee, proposes to start not a string of 
Potemkin villages, but a fully fledged Potemkin town. This, ina 
small area that is bursting with its densely packed Arab in- 
habitants, two-thirds of whom are refugees. 

This time Mr. Sharon does not have the excuse of supposed 
cabinet authority for his actions. As Deputy Premier Yigael 
Yadin made plain on Sunday, the cabinet had never taken up the 
Sharon plan, let alone approved it. The same is true of the 
somewhat less ambitious idea of Housing Minister Gideon Patt

These half-baked schemes, first broached in the ancient times 
before the peace initiative, can expect the fate that has already 
overtaken the Yamit settlements. In the meantime they only 
help holster the charge that autonomy Israel-style is only a 
cover for permanent occupation.

A JERUSALEM apartment house 
that in 1947 served Arab snipers aim- 
ing at the Rehavia quarter until they 
were driven out by the Hagana will 
soon be hit by the wrecker's ball.

Orthodox Jew has refused. 

So Kalinsky, put on inactive 
reserve status for such violations of 
Air Force regulations as not wearing 
his uniform, wearing a beard and 
failing to send officials a photograph 
of himself, is suing the Air Force to 
become an active reservist again. 

The Washington District Court 
judge recently took the case under 
advisement, but asked for affidavits 
from the U.S. Navy and Army on 
their beard policies and on whether 
any problems have been caused by 
their face-fuzz regulations. 

As it turns out, the Army, Air 
Force and Navy all have different 
rules. In the army, practising Sikhs 
and soldiers who need them for 
medical reasons can wear 
the Air Force says beards are ok for 
medical reasons, and the Navy per- 
mits neatly trimmed beards.

WHEN IT WAS finally decided, after 
much unseemly wrangling, to send 
Dayan, Welsman and Barak to 
negotiate in Washington, those of us 
who wholeheartedly supported the 
Camp David accords were glad. This 
‘was the team that had worked so well 
at Camp David. They themselves 
made no secret of their desire not to 


be accompanied by additional -.

backed them in that. 

When, after the negotiators had 
their first recommended draft 
thrown back in their faces by the 
cabinet, Begin himself met with 
Secretary Vance’in New York, we 


-were heartened once more. As at

decisions to clinch the ‘deal. 

: But the rump cabinet last week 
reacted with equal disdain to Begin 
too. refusing his clearly implied 
recommendation that it endorse the 
compromise wording which he, 
Dayan and Weizman had worked out 
in America. 

The present talk of crisis is 
probably largely tactical, deliberate- 
ly exaggerated. No doubt the treaty 
will eventually be concluded; it is 
still inconceivable that it could not 
be.

quality. Both sides are tending to dig 
in their heels on subsidiary issues of 
prestige {as well as on the unrezolv- 
ed substantive issue of ‘linkage’. 
And the public here, as perhaps in 
Egypt too, is beginning to fall prey to 


VARIOUS political settlements have 
been proposed for Judea ande 
Samaria, including ‘‘strategic 
borders,"’ ‘‘natipnal self- 
determination,” “4 complete Land 
of Israel,’’ and ‘‘open borders." All 
of these options, however, depend on 
the establishment of order, which is 
the ground for all social and political 
stability. Without order, no other 
political values can be established. 
Since the French Revolution at 
least, two basic tendencies have 
struggled for supremacy in the 
Western world: freedom and 
authority.- The cultivation of 


freedom curtails the range of state | 


power and occasionally limits the 
status of an orderly and efficient 
system of rule. The strengthening of 
authority entails, alternatively, a 
restriction of freedom. 

In the Middle East the tension is 
highly problematic. The choice lies 
not so much between freedom and 
authority. as between order and 
utter anarchy. - 

The Arab countries have struggled 
for many years over the ‘‘Palesti- 
nian problem” not really to resolve it 
but to contro! it. They have been 
preoccupied with a major internal 
issue: who will oversee the 
Palestinians? It was always clear to 
the Arab states that the Palestinian 
Arabs could not, or should not, con- 
duct their lives freely.

Sir, — I have read with interest 
David Charnow’s letter about the 
Centre for volunteers" (November 
5) and although he has a justifiable 
complaint, it is only a tiny tip of an 
iceberg of frustrations relating to 
volunteers as 2 whole. 


During the past few years, I have 
been bringing or sending groups of 
mature volunteers to work, as re- 
quired, on those kibbutzim that are 
associated with my work. In all 
cases. I believe that our labour con- 
tribution, without pay, has been of 
some service and relieved others for 
more important duties. We have 
accepted. with very little complaint, 
conditions which, under any other 
circumstances, would be totally un- 
acceptable. This is due only to one 
reason, and that is my volunteers” 
dedication to the interests of Israel. 

In no way are kibbutzim responai- 
ble, as they are unable to give us the 
accommodations they would like to. 
But rather than be refused accep- 
tance, we take what is available. 
Even so, I have a long waiting list of 
people who want to serve Israel; 
again, we are restricted by the very 
limited available accommodations. 

I do not thing that the authorities 
realize the tremendous potential 
which leads from volunteer to Oleh, 
and the present almost casual at- 
‘titude of those who should know 
better prevents rather than en- 
courages aliya. 

‘Touriam is a worthy source of in- 
come, but when the tourist has left 
and his money has been absorbed 
into the economy. there remains 
nothing until the next group of 
tourists arrive. 

There is a Ministry of Tourism 
which does an excellent job of work
